District Map 65 of Chapter 61 of the 
1984 Detroit City Code. Zoning, on land bounded onthc north by 1 hatcher Vvenue. on the east by Harlow Avenue 
(extended), on the south by W. Outer Drive and on the west by the South,field l reeway north service drive. The 
subject property is indicated on the accompanying map. 

The proposed PD modification would modify the previously approved site plans and allow for the establishment 
of a two-sided monopole digital advertising billboard, measuring 70 feet in height w ith a total of approximately 
1,363 additional square feet of signage. 

The zoning district is generally defined by the Zoning Ordinance as follows: 

PD - PLANNED DEVELOPMENT DISTRICT 

This district will permit planned developments throughout the City and w ill be particularly useful in urban 
renewal areas. Such planned developments shall be substantially in accord w ith the goals and objectives 
of the Master Plan, by having a major land use that corresponds to the most general category of land use. 
which are Residential, Public Civic Institutional. Retail Service Commercial. Manufacturing and 
Industrial, and Other, proposed in the Master Plan for the area involved. Such planned developments shall 
provide a desirable environment for the uses proposed and shall not be out of harmony with their general 
surroundings. The regulations of the district are designed to accomplish this by permitting flexibility in 
overall development while ensuring adequate safeguards and standards for public health, safety, 
convenience, and general welfare and, where applicable, encouraging historic preservation. 

The proposed modification is being considered by the City Planning Commission in accordance with the 
provisions of Article III, Div ision 4 of the Detroit Zoning Ordinance. A PD rezoning requires the approval of 
the City Council after a public hearing and after receipt of a report and recommendation by the City Planning 
Commission.
